A RIP, VAN WINKLE VIEW. 


Concerning the fumbling: and Inefficiency of con- 


gress and the administration, the New York World gets 
forth an explanation which is not without some reason. 
When the nation's affairs following the war began to 
weigh upon the shoulders of the people and they were 
•weary of paying the cost of war. the voters demanded 
'an easier life. 
During its early days the republican 


party had proved itself an efficient party and the public 
said two years ago, "Republican efficiency Is what we 


• need to make us forget about the war." 


But even the republicans themselves are dumb- 


founded over their lack of leadership at Washington. 
Says the World: 
"The spectacle in Washington since 


March 
i. 
1921. "as 
completely upset that theory. 


Whether you look at congress or at the White house, 


- whether you make your comparison with Wilson's first 


term during peace and neutrality or with his second 
term under the stupendous military and economic diffi- 
culties of war, the comparison in results achieved, in 
problems solved, in obstacles overcorr/e, is humiliating: 
to every straiKht-thmkmg republican. The republicans 
have had no -easy task, of course. But compared with 
the tasks of the preceding four years theirs have been 
simple. Nothing the republicans have attempted can for 
an instant be compared, for example, with the task of 
enlisting and equipping 4,000,000 men, and of transport-

lems of government expanded and complicated them- 
aelevs.

brought to Washington, 
lie had little share in the 


change himself. He did not grow up with the thing as 
the democrats \vcie foiued to do and he did not leain by 
painful experience, by mistakes and experiments, what 
the new legislate e and administrate e problems are. 
Mr. Harding arid his senatorial colleagues were, funda- 
mentally untouched* l>y the war, else he could not have 
•aid, as he did say just before election, that government 
is after all a simple thing. 
"Failing to leain by experience what was happen- 


ing, Mr. Harding no doubt sincerely believed that the 
mistakes of the democrats 
could 
easily 
luv\e been 


avoided by the i epublicuns. Living mentally in the days 
before 1912, imagining that politics and economics were 
what thej had been in the days of irresistible republi- 
canism, he and his group thought they had only to take 
office, had only to apply the old republican formulae, 
had only to a\oid doing wnut Wilson had done, in order 
to make a triumphant leturn to the good old days. 


"Mr. Harding knows now Ip a. vag^ie sort of way 


that he was sadly mistaken. He knows that gpvern- 
ment after the great war is no longer a simple thing. 
And the country Knows now that a republican for eon- 
splciioua ability may outliv e the fact. 


"Fiom the Civil War to about 1908 that reputation 


rested on a faiily 
boltd 
foundation. 
The republicans 


held power so long that they attracted to thenisehes 
more than their share of the abler men. The democrats, 
on the other hand, while they \\ere under the Bryan in- 
fluence could not attract their share of the experienced 
and executive men. But in 1912 there was a ie\olutlon 
in both parties and the world war found the democrats 
In po%ver under modern leadership 
Just as'the^repub- 


licans before 190S had been taught by experience, so the 
democrats were taught In tho ternfole ordeal of the war. 
They mnde huge and cos-tly mistakes. 
But under the 
spur of absolute necessity they also achieved unparal- 
leled successes. 


"The experience of the war has for all practical pur- 


poses been lost to tho republicans. Mr. HardinK missed 
It, Mr. JLoJge missed it, Mr. Hughes missed it, Messrs. 
McCumber and Fordney missed it. They are the Rip 
Van Winkles of politics. In the face of the new prob- 
lems of government they are amateurs who have f.Yst to 
unlearn the dogmas of a lifetime before they can begin 
to learn the necessities of the present. 
They are like 


left-handed batters who, tor some reason miite unknown 
to them, are suddenly called to the plate and told to bat 
right-handed." 


A SOCIALIST'S VIEW OF SOVIETISM'S RESULTS. 


An estimate ot the Kusstan revolution by a socialist 


of the standing of Knule Vanderxelde, a wartime mem- 
ber of the Belgian cabinet, is not without inteiest. As 
one of the lawyers who went to Moscow to defend the 
members of the Social Ke\ olutionary pai ty tried for 
treason by the soviet jjo\ eminent, he cannot be classed 
as a derender of the communist system although it 
claims to be socialist also. 


But writing in Our Woild, JM. Vander\elde finds 


two outstanding facts which he puts down as <t gain to 
offset the vast evils of bolshevlsm. Czarism, at least, has 
been pulled up by its very roots, as he expre/bses it. 
Ana also the peasants have possession of the land. 
These accomplishments, whatever else bolshe\ ism has 
brought about or failed to pro\ide a foundation for a 
new and settled system in Russia even if that sj stem 
has not jet been evolved. 


But the destruction of czarism and the seizure of 


the land by the peasants were a product of the revolu- 
tion, uninfluenced by the particular 
form it 
finally 


assumed. Czarism fell because it was outgrown in the 
shape In which it existed, and apparently was incompe- 
tent to adapt itself to new conditions. The peasants 
seized the land on their own initiative an<J without wait- 
Ing for governmental decrees. 


The things for which bolshevlsm is directly re- 


sponsible are the seizure of private property, including 
factories, the operation of the railroads, the destruction 
of the whole mechanism of exchange, and the policy of 
commandeering grain from the farmers 
Tr>e=p works 


of the soviet regime have nearly destroyed cH ilization 
within Russia. 
They are responsible for the break- 


down in Industry and in the railroads, they have clothed 
the people In rags, and have destroyed tens of thou- 
sands by starvation. 


The unhappy situation is admitted by M. Vnnder- 


velde with the utmost frankness. But he ends with an 
appeal for recognition of Russia by the gro^ ernments of 
the world. 
Economic and political relations must be 


resumed, he says. 
• 
But political relations are of no Importance where 


there are no economic relations. There are no economic 
relations, not because 
of 
any 
bovcott but hecavjse 


Russia has nothing to trade. When the country gfpts 
rid of the regime that Is now stifling inrhjstrv. so that 
It will begin again to produce things the -worM rifed5: 
there will be no difficulty about trading or about estib- 
llshlng the political relations that attend the develop- 
ment of commerce—Kansas City Times.

government in 1913.

the fact that Nebraska is one of the four states which 
has no bonded Indebtedness. The other three states are 
Wisconsin. Kentucky and Kansas. 


The highest per capita debt of any state in the 


union is South Dakota, tho sh*r« of each inhabitant 
b«<ng 175 02, seven and a half times tlje average for 
the nation. 
Oregon is second with $54,50 per capita, 


Mawjachuse'tta third with $35.53, New York fourth with 
$2S.7». Louisiana fifth with $23.67. and Utah sixth with 
a per capita debt of $22.33. 


New England has the highest per capita debt of any 


gectlon. according to the Keographlcal areas 
of the 


country. Its debt p«r Inhabitant is $24.38. nearly two 
and a half times th» average for the United States. At 
th« opposite «nd of th« country, the Pacific states 
W»»hington. Oreron and California are second, having 
a p«r capita d«bt of $23.15. The middle Atlantic frroup 
ot (tatM.
